JlEAVES NO WRITTEN STATEMENT 


Letter to His Brother, and Sweetheart and A Card To His Mother 


None With Any Bearing on His Innocence or Guilt, 


Found On His Person. 


Archie Fowler, self confessed murderer of Rudolph Walvig, the 


Beloit Mechanic, hung himself in his cell this noon and was dead when 
found by officers who took him his dinner at ten minutes to one. 


Fowler was taken to the Beloit municipal court this morning by 


Deputy Sheriff Wogan and entered a plea of not guilty to the charge 
of murder and returned to Jnesville by the Interurban, arriving here 
at eleven, He was taken immediately to his cell and locked in, asking 
to be let alone. No word was heard from his cell by the officers and it 
was not until ten minutes to one that he was 'visited. 


In the meantime he made a rope of his blanket and was found 


hanging- to the top of the cell apparently dead for some time. 


As far as can be ascertined he left no confession or any further 


writing on the case. 


Detective Powe, who has been working on the case since. Fowler 


was first suspected and who was locked in hia cell for several days 
with him, was the man to discover-the body and when discovered it 
was not yet cold. The rope was made from the woolen blanket which 
had been torn into strips and attached to the iron ceiling of the cell. 
Fowler then apparently jumped off from some shelf and swung dang- 
iing between the floor and ceiling. 


His cell was in the upper tier and no one else was locked in the 


same room so that no alarm was made. He had been carefully searched 
for any weapons before being locked up and it was'not thought pos- 
sible he ^ould do away with himself. 


In Fowler's pocket was a letter to his sweetheart, Evelyn Irish of 


Beloii, in which he reproached her for having turned upon him al- 
though this young lady has been most steadfast. 


There was also a letter to his brother in Beloit, asking him to ob- 


tain a revolver for him and have it at the south side of the jail at a 
certain time so he could draw it up and into the jail by a rope he would 
make. There was also a card to his mother asking her to come and 
visit him as he faced a most serious charge and could never live in 
state prison. These letters have been turned over to District Attorney 
Dnnwiddie. 


As soon as the body was found by Powe he called Deputy Sheriff 


Wogan and while Fowler's body was not yet cold and there was ap- 
parently some heart action, he was dead when Dr. Charles Sutherland 
who was hastily summoned, arrived. 


The body was taken in charge of by Coroner Frank Ryan and re- 


moved to the Eyan undertaking rooms. Whether an inquest will be 
held or not is not decided. 


Pacts developed today tend to con-

There is no motive, except possibly 
robbery, that would cause Reynolds to 
murder Walvig as accused. 
Fowler claimed he borrowed $250 
from his sister, Mrs. Andrew Gunder- 
son, at the Gunderson farm, on Satur- 
day, 
the day the crime is supposed to 
have be-en committed and Reynolds se- 
cured all but $5 of it. 
Later Fowler changed his story to 
the ta)e that he secured one hundred 
dollars of the sum and Reynolds took 
the rest and that he did not dare tell 
for fear Reynolds would shoot him as 
he Irid threatened. 
Fowler denied having purchased a 
revolver previous to.the Wolvig mur- 
der, but detectives found that he had. 
In fact, had two' • revolvers, 
one not 
working. Both were- of thirty-eight 
calibre, the same bore as the gun used 
to kill Wolvig. 
It was partially due to the statement 
of Fowler's sweetheart, Evelyn Irish, 
who first told the story taught her by 
Fowler that Wolvig was in the cor 
when be met her on Saturday night, 
April Sth, and later told the officers 
that this was not so, but Fowler had 
told her to. say it, that Fowler was

Half the story of this confession aas 
not been told and it will not be until 
the officers' arrive in Janesville this 
evening with the third suspect in tiie 
case, for whom a warrant has-.been is- 
sued by the Beloit court this afternoon.

Alvlro Obregon, minister of war of the 
tie facto government, and Major Gen- 
rf^t ¥u<?h,L- Scott''chief of staff of 
United States army. 


The conference was not ended until 
after midnight and the two conferees 
emerged from the meeting place in 
rare good humor. General Scott went 
immediately to his private car and ar- 
ranged for the dispatch of a coded 
message 'to Washington. 


Neither General Scott or Obregon 
would talk of the deliberations. It has 
been suggested that another 
formal 
conference here may BOW be regarded 
as unnecessary, and Mexico 'City and 
Washington will say the final-word 
in settlement 
of military questions 
that have arisen out of the drive of 
American troops in Mexican territory 
m the chase for Villa.

PARTY AT CHICAGO 


Preparations Under 
W«y to 
Form 


Women'a Party When Repub- 


• lican Convention I* Held . 


[-DT ASSOCIATID FtlMS.] 


Chicago, May, 3.—Preparations are 
under way> here by officers of the 
Congreslonal Union of Woman's Suf- 
frage for the organization here of a 
womaa's party,during the Republican 
national convention in "June. 
Miss 
Alice Paul, chairman of the union, 
says there is a possibility of the 
women, entering a1 candidate for the 
presidency of the United- States to 
run.In opposition to the Republican 
and Democratic 
nominees. 
Three 
possible candidates mentioned were 
Miss Paul, Mrs. Harrison Stanton 
Blatch of New York, 
daughter 
of 
Elizabeth Cady, Stanton, a 
pioneer 
suffragist, and Sara Bard Field of Ban 
Francisco, who carried the petition 
from the west at the ..beginning of 
this session of congress asking for 
favorable . action 
on 
the 
suffrage 
amendment to the constitution. 
The plan of the women, aa outlined 
by Miss Paul, is for those of them 
who are able to vote in the states 
which have granted universal suf- 
frage to band together" in. an effort 
to obtain the balance of power be- 
tween the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats. 


Explaining their- hopes and plans, 
Miss Paul said: "We hope to band 
ourselves together to fight for uni- 
versal suffrage.. The Democrats and 
Republicans are about evenly divided. 
The women, if they will unite in the 
states where they are permitted to 
vote, can easily hold the balance of 
power. It will be the purpose of the 
woman's party to say to the Repub- 
licans or the Democrats that wcihb 
ever one of them refuses to support 
a constitutional a'mende'nt conferring 
suffrage on the women of- the United 
States, that' that party wil come un- 
der the ban of the women, the mem- 
bers of the new party throwing their 
whole voting strength to the other. 
'It is only by holding this 
whip 
hand that.we can get universal suf- 
frage and that is why we are launch- 
ing the woman's party. Already sev- 
eral thousand women In the suffrage 
states have promised that they will 
vote on the presidency this year in 
the manner indicated by us. There 
is no doubt In our minds that when 
the Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers realize the strength we possess 
that they will agree we women are a 
group that must be reckoned with, 
and that we are a power in politics. 
Then, and ^hen only, will we stand a 
chance of securing favorable action 
on the suffrage amendment. 


''As the launching of the progres- 
sive party decided the last election, 
so will the launching of the woman's 
party decide this election. We will 
hold the. balance of power. Altogether 
we will have about 4,000,000. votes, or 
a large part of them, for there are 
that many women voters. 


"If women who are Republicans 
simply help the Republican party, and 
the women who are Democrats 
do 


likewise,, then women's votes will not 
count for much. But we are asking 
that they desert their present party 
allegiance and join with us in our 
fight for universal suffrage in this 
country. 
Other matters can come 
later. The paramount Issue at pres- 
ent with us Is the vote." 
Asked what stand the new party 
would take on preparedness, the tariff 
and other national and political ques- 
tions of the day, Miss Paul said that 
such matters were- of no concern to 
them. 


NUMBER OF INSANE IN 


ENGLAND HAS INCREASED 


BY A LARGE PERCENT. 


[•Y ASSOCIATBO PRESS.] 


London, May 3.—The report of the 


Board 
of Lunacy Control reviewing 


conditions in Great Britain since the 
year 1859, shows a steady and Eilarm- 
ing increase of insane persons in all 
classes, but especially among paupers. 


In 1859 there were 36,000 persons 
under control for Tunacy; in 1899, 100,- 
000; in 1915, 140,000. 
As compared to the total population, 
the ratio of lunatics in 1859 was 18.5 
per 10,000. In 1915 the proportion had 
risen to 37.7. 
"We may at once reduce these com- 
parative figures" says the report, "by 
recognizing that the diagnosis of 
lunacy has improved, and that there- 
fore more cases are recognized and 
cured for than in 1859. Yet this does 
not explain all the increase. 
Other 
factors must be considered. It is at 
this point that each theorist advances 
his claims, and we are asked to regard 
alcohol, syphilis, tobacco, over-strain, 
and other similar factors as the prime 
cause of the increase in insanity.

"The truth is that the 
cause of 
| lunacy is not known. 
The factors 
enumerated 
above may plRiy a part, 
but they also play their part in the 
lives of men 
and women who die, 
sane. Quite recently it has been sug- 
gested that diet may have some im- 
portance, and attention hee been call- 
ed to the fact that many persons of 
insane tendency exhibit strong dietet- 
ic preferences—a love of sugar and 
so on."

parallel with our modern commercial 
custom of refining and demineralizifln 
the chief breadatuffs of the people. 
Next to tuberculosis, the most com- 
monly talked of infirmity of human 
flesh is the disorder popularly de- 
cribed aa "heart disease." He'art dis- 
ease is constantly increasing in the 
United States. 
It is indeed strange and significant 
that 'in all cases of mineral starvation 
brought about by a prolonged diet of 
refined food, examination of the heart 
shows physical signs of dilation. 
The heart is always enlarged in 
these cases. 
Malnutrition 
and 
unr 
largement of the heart can almost be 
said to be synonymous. In the dis- 
ease which some commentators call 
beri-beri the heart IB always involved. 
In the same disease which other com- 
mentators 
call 
acidosis, 
pellagra, 
edema, neutritis, or general 
break- 
down the heart is always involved, 
and in the same manner. 
It is peculiarly noteworthy that the 
recorded increase in 
heart 
disease 
runs parallel with trie system of mill- 
ing introduced in the United States 
about 
1880. 
Numerous 
instances, 
some of which we shall examine, are 
of record indicating that a deficiency 
of iron, phosphorous, potassium, cal- 
cium, and the other mineral salts, 
colloids and vitamines of vegetable 
origin, leads to numerous forms of 
physical disorder In which "heart dis- 
ease" is one of the constant factors. 
Many cases are on record to prove 


causes which, while diSBimilar in in- 
tensity, were, nevertheless, the same 
in character. 
Nov. 6, 1913. Dr. Herman D. Parker 
of the United States Public Health 
Service was detailed to Elizabeth, N. 
J., to investigate an epidemic 
de- 
scribed, as "jail edema." which bad 
broken out in the county jail. 
In this jail, as in many others, the 
food was extremely meagre and of the 
typical refined type, consisting chiefly 
of- white breadstuffs, "polished race,; 
boiled potatoes, beef clods, and coffee, j 
Its prisoners were confined 
only I 
while awaiting trial or serving a sen- 
tence of one year or leas. 
For fifteen years prior to the inves- 
tigation of Dr. Parker there had been 
a history of periodical epidemics of 
the same "jail edema-." 
Dr. Livin—v- " 
the jail physician, 
had made a record for three years of 
the mysterious disorder and had noted 
that SO per cent of all the prisoners 
serving more than ninety days con- 
tracted the disease, which the gov- 
ernment officials finally describbed as 
"beri-beri," but which, as we shall see 
later on, has been described by other 
groupe of federal scientists as "pel- 
agra."

Ring Toss 


In order to play the game you 
should hare 2 wooden stakes and 4 
rings for each player. 
The tools 


used Jn making the stakes arc—try 
square, 
marking 
gauge, 
ruler, 


smooth and block planes, back saw, 
chisel, auger-bit and brace, hammer 
and nail set. Other materials—glue, 
nails, sandpaper, dowel rod, heavy 
reed and raffla, %-lnch white pine. 
The stake. Fig. B. is made up ot 
three parts: (a) 1 piece of white 
pine planed % x %-lnch i 12. fb) 1 
piece of white pine planed % x 4 x 4- 
inches. 
(c) 1 piece of white pine 


planed % x 8^1 x 8%-inches. After 
the pieces have heen planed to 
aiie, the bevels are then laid off 
on each. The drawing shows their 
relative sizes. Fig. 1 ahows how 
to locate .the center for boring upon 
each piece. 
Only on two of the 


pieces 
will 
:It be 
necessary 
to 


bore through the holes. 
A %-inch 


auger bit will be used. Pig. 2 shows 
•what will happen iflhe norker bores 
through the piece with the auger-bit. 
To prevent this splitting, bore only 
till the point of the spur comes 
through, then turn the wood over 
and bore from the opposite side. 
While- boring, do not fall to make 
many tests with the try-square as 
shown In Fig. 3. The hole will then 
make a right angle with the sur- 
faces of the pieces. The hole in the 


bottom of the 12-inch upright "A" 
should be 1-inch deep. 
The bevel* 


are made with a chisel on the small 
piece, and a plane on the large one. 


The bevels on the end grain will 


be a little harder to plane without 
splitting than those upon the edge 
grain. The same rule applies her* 
as In squaring the ends of a piece ot 
wood. Use a block plane and cut to- 
ward the center. Before assembling 
the parts, each piece should b* 
thoroughly sand-papered with No. 1 
and No. 0 grades. Piece B ia nailed 
onto piece C, using 1%-inch brada. 
Set the nails. The dowel (3-inchaB 
long) Is then glued into upright "A" 
and also into the nailed pieces. That 
part of the dowel that extends be- 
yond the bottom piece is sawed off 
and smoothed with the plane. Piece 
"A" may be reinforced by nail froa 
the bottom if it is so desired. The 
glue will- require several hours to Bet. 


The Rings: Several coils of heavy 


reed are tied as shown in Fig. 6. It 
sholild make a ring "-inches in 
diameter and at least »A-inch thick. 
The reed will be more pliable it 
soaked In water.. After tying the 
reed, colored raffla is wound aroand 
the reed until the latter is entirely 
concealed. As shown in Fig. 7, the 
ends of the raffia should be neatly 
covered by windings. For each Bet 
of rings, a different colored raflbi 
should be used.

AT CLEVELAND, OHIO 


Numerous Matters of Importance to 


•Association Will Be Considered 


at Convention May 12 to 18.

Cleveland,'Ohio, May 3.—:A number 


of important matters affecting-.the ad 
.ministration 
of 
the 
Young Menb 
Christian .Associations of "North-"Am, 


! erica -will come before the Intel-nation 
.al triennial convention—the-, leglsla 
ttye body of the brotherhood—which 
will toe held in Cleveland beginning 
•May 12, continuing through the 16tb. 
<It is said that the meeting will be one 
of the-, most significant of any of the 
previous :'•' thirty-nine 
meetings that 
have be>n held. There will be a thou- 
sand-guests at the convention, in addi- 
tion'to the two thousand accredited 
delegates and many hundreds ot "cor- 
responding members," 
The associa- 
tions-eligible to representation include 
70.0 city associations, 
250 railroad, 


800' college, and 600 county or rural 
associations, as well as the army and 
navy 'branches. 


The convention marks its fiftieth an- 
niversary'of the establishment of the 
international 
committee, 
and 
the 
change in leadership of the committee 
from Richard C. Morse, who • for for- 
ty-six years was its general secretary, 
and who is now retiring, to John R. 
Mott; recently-elected general secre- 
tary. 


One of the questions to be voted 


upon is a proposal to increase the ele- 
ment of democracy in the supervision 
of the brotherhood. 
On an initiative 
resolution which has been approved 
by an overwhelming vote of the di- 
rectors of the associations in all parts 
of the United States and Canada, it is 
proposed that the lay delegates will 
hereafter have a much larger propor- 
tion of the convention devoted to dis- 
cussions from the floor, with fewer 
addresses from the platform. 
While 
the large assembly of the convention 
will be in Gray's Armory, there will be 
this year a greater number of smaller 
sectional meetings with a greatly in- 
creased opportunity for discussion and 
legislation. 
The hall of the Brother- 
hood ot Locomotive Engineers and va- 
rious Cleveland churches will be the 
places of holding these sectional meet- 
ings. The 
Cleveland association is 
'also dismantling the second floor of its 
large building to accommodate an ex- 
jhibit of Y. M. C. A. buildings, equip- 
j ment and 
efficiency. 


The importance of the association's 
work with the armies in Europe will 
have special attention. 
Hundreds of 
trained secretaries 
who have been 
sent over from the United States and 
Canada, and who have been at work 
in the trenches as well as with the 
prisoners on both sides of the lines, 
will report on this phase of Y. M. C. 
The question of the supervision of 
the associations 
in 
foreign lands, 
such as China, Korea, Japan, India, 
Panama, Philippines, Cuba, Argentine, 
Brazil, Chile, 
Uruguay 
and 
other 
countries, will also be considered. A 
special commission has been studying 
for three years 
the 
tremendous ex- 
pansion of the association movement 
abroad, and the findings of this com- 
mission will be presented by L. Wilbur 
Mesaer, of Chicago, as chairman. 
The convention will be called upon 
to decide whether or not it will capi- 
talize a retirement fund for secretar- 
ies who have practically completed 
their lifetime of service. 
This com- 
mission is headed by F. W. Ayer of 
Philadelphia. 
He will probably ask 


thp.t the fund be capitalized to'begin 
with at $1,000,000, perhaps more. 'It 
depends upon the actuarial studies 
which he is now having made. This re- 
tirement fund will parallel that pro- 
vided by many, of the denominations 
for clergymen, by the Carnegie fund 
.for professors in colleges, and such 
retirement funds as the Pennsylvania 
railroad, as well as government ser- 
vices. So far the Y. M. C. A. has had 
nothing of this kind. 


Another important discussion is to 
be the extent lo which the associa- 
tion should enter the educational field. 
Like the public schools, it has inaug- 
urated summer institutes for the train- 
ing of its younger secertaries and has 
bought properties in Estes Park, near 
Colorado Springs; 
Lake Geneva, in 
Wisconsin; 
Silver 
Bay, 
on 
Lake 
George, and Black Mountain, in North 
Carolina, where it assembles for train- 
ing purposes its less experienced sec- 
retarial 
candidates 
and'officers for 
systematic 
education- and 
training 
during the summer1 period. 
In addition to this .the association 
has established institutions of college 
grade at Chicago

Springfield,

Deputy Sheriff Wogan and entered a plea of not guilty to the charge 
of murder and returned to Jnesville by the Interurban, arriving here 
at eleven. He was taken immediately to his cell and locked in, asking 
to be let alone. No word was heard from his cell by the officers and it 
was not until ten minutes to one that he was visited.

Five Hundred Women Are Receiving 


Lessons In Military Camp at 


Chevy Chase. 


[SrECtAL TO THE GAZKTTK] 


Washington, May 3.—With the na- 
tional service school for women in full 
swing at Chevy Chase, near Washing- 
ton, the woman in kh.aki has become 
a factor in the preparedness cam- 
paign. Some 500 of her from all over 
the country are spending two weeks 
learning how to be most useful in the 
hour of national need. 
After these 
another 500, and so on until through 
similar encampments run by pupils 
from this one, the ^vqmanhood of Am- 
erica has been mobilized. 
It is the Plattsburgh idea applied to 
women, under the direction ot the 
woman's section of the Navy league, 
and is being 
taken up with enthus- 
iasm. Among the 200 resident stu- 
dents at the camp and the 3-00 day 
scholars are debutantes and dowagers, 
working girls and professional wom- 
en, social workers and society butter- 
flies. 
The camp is established on a ten- 
acre tract, lent 
for the purpose by 
Senator Newlands. It is being con- 
ducted on military lines, with the Red 
Cross and the war department help- 
ing. The women will live until May 
15 in camp uniform of khaki coat and 
skirt with flannel shirt to match, high 
tan shoes, and campaign hats. 
Eating at a common, table and sleep- 
ing on army cots, they rise at reveille 
at 6:30 and must be in bed at taps at 
9:30. They are putting in most o£ the 
intervening time learning bow to iiaake 
surgical dressings, preparing food for 
the sick, the first principles of camp 
sanitation, "first aid" dietics, the mys- 
teries of scientific bed making, and, if 
they choose, heliographing, wig-wag- 
ging, signaling, and both plain and 
wireless telegraphy.

Hundreds of 
trained secretaries- who have been 
sent over from the United States and 
Canada, and who have been at work 
in the trenches as well as with the 
prisoners on both, sides of the lines, 
will report on this phase of Y. M. C. 
A. work. 


The question of the supervision of 
the associations 
in 
foreign lands, 
such as China, Korea, Japan, India, 
Panama, Philippines, Cuba, Argentine, 
Brazil, Chile, Uruguay 
and 
other 
countries, will also be considered. A 
special commission has been studying 
for three years the 
tremendous' ex- 
pansion of the association movement 
abroad, and the findings of this com- 
mission will be presented by L. Wilbur 
Messer, o£ Chicago, as chairman. 
The convention will be called upon 
to decide whether or not it will capi- 
talize a retirement fund for secretar- 
ies who have practically completed 
their lifetime of service. This com- 
mission .is headed by F. W. Ayer of 
Philadelphia. 
He will probably ask 
that the fund be capitalized to 'begin 
with at $1,000,000, perhaps more. It 
depends upon the actuarial studies 
which he is now having made. This re- 
tirement -fund will parallel that pro- 
vided by many of the denominations 
for clergymen, by the Carnegie fund 
for professors in -colleges, and such 
retirement funds as the Pennsylvania 
railroad, as well as government ser- 
vices. So far the Y. M. C, A. has had 
nothing ot this kind. 
Another important discussion is to 
be the extent to which the associa- 
tion should enter the educational field. 
Like tbe public schools, it has inaug- 
urated summer institutes for the train- 
ing of its younger secertaries and has 
bought properties in Estes'Park, near 
Colorado Springs; 
Lake Geneva, in 
Wisconsin; 
Silver 
Bay, 
on 
Lake 
George, and Black Mountain, in North 
Carolina, where it assembles for train- 
ing purposes its less experienced sec- 
retarial 
candidates 
and officers for 
systematic education and 
training 
during the summer period. 
In addition to this the association 
has established institutions of college 
grade at Chicago 
and 
Springfield, 
Mass., which have a very much larger 
attendance, 
for 
example, than any 
other theological school of.this coun- 
try and where not only secretaries but 
physical directors and all sorts of as- 
sociation, specialists are trained. The 
extent to which the association shall 
utilize the regular professional col- 
leges of the country or shall assist its 
own training agencies will be reported 
upon by a commission of which. W. M. 
Birks of Montreal is chairman. 
A remarkable group of men promi- 
nent in civic and religious life will ad- 
dress the convention.

Tuesday, April 25, 1,200 rebels ap- 
proaching from Cranmore market, 
wore within three miles of Galway, 
when a naval vessel shelled them from

All Dublin Rebels Surrender. 
In an order of the day, thanking the 
troops engaged in suppression of the 
rebellion, Lieutenant Sir John Max- 
well, the military commander says, 
that owing to the tireless efforts ol 
the soldiers, 
all rebels in this city 
have now surrendered. 
The order further says: 
"I especially wish to express my 
gratitude to the Irish regiment, which 
have so largely helped to crush the 
rising." 
He is unable to refer in the present 
order, General Maxwell says, to the 
gallant behavior of the men but he 
expresses his admiration lor a small 
detachment which was attacked while 
conveying 
ammunition.

The reply is subject to minor altera- 
tions, which may result from inter- — 
change of views between Berlin and 
general headquarters.

stated in clear and precise terms. The 
note will leave no room for doubt con- 
cerning the exact position assumed by 
Germany, which will communicate the 
definite nature of instructions that 
will be given to submarine command- 
ers and other data on which Washing- 
ton itself can judge the situation:-,;. 
The Associated Press is permitted 
to make these statements, although 
the censorship on dispatches tending 
to reveal the .tenor of the German re- 
ply is still effective The date of de- 
livery of tne'answer Tjas • not been 
fixed. 
May Meet Demands. 
Washington, May 3.—The announce-/ 
ment from Berlin that new and defin* 
ite instructions are to be given to' 
German 
submarine commander;:, 
the first positive indication of how 
Germany will attempt to meet Presi- 
dent Wilson's final demand that she 
declare and effect an abandonment of 
tbe present methods of submarine war- 
fare. 
Whether the new instructions will 
meet the terms of the last American 
note, and thus prevent a break in dip- 
lomatic relations, can only be deter- 
mined by a close and careful examina- 
tion. 
President Remains Firm. 
President Wilson is.represented by 
those closest about him as uushaken 
in bis determination that the issue is 
not negotiable, that a settlement can- 
not be delayed by discussion of side 
issues, such as the British blockade 
and retaliatory 
measures, 
that the 
controversy between the countries can 
proceed further in diplomacy only if 


I Germany effectually stops. 
Germany effectually stops the de- 
struction of ships without warning 
and takes measures to bring her sub- 
marine operations otherwise within 
the confines of international law. 
With a declaration that such orders 
have been given and evidence that 
they will be carried out in prood faith, 
the president-is willing to discuss i.b.2 
conduct of submarine warfare, but 
only upon that basis. There is no re- 
laxing of the determination that the 
issue cannot be further delayed and 
complicated by related issues, which 
is to take the discussion afield. 


Until this morning, Germany's de- 
lay in making reply and the absence 
of any definite report from Ambassa- 
dor Gerard, have lead American offi- 
cials to fear the Berlin foreign office, 
was planning to send an answer which 
the United States could not considi;.- 
other than inconclusive and therefore 
unsatisfactory. 


The news that new instructions to 
submarine commanders will 
be an- 
nounced, serves to encourage hope of 
a favorable outcome of long dispute, 
but all decision is being reserved un- 
til the newest German communication 
can be analyzed and thoroughly con- 
sidered. 
Until President Wilson has 
had opportunity to consider it full and 
finally, no one can say whether it will 
meet the requirements of the United 
States or postpone or avert a diplo- 
matic break.

NUMBER OF INSANE IN 


ENGLAND HAS INCREASED 


BY A LARGE PERCENT. 


fni' ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 


London, May 3.—The report of the 


Board of Lunacy Control reviewing 
conditions in Great Britain since the 
year 1859, shows a steady and ailarm- 
ing increase of insane persons in all 
classes, but especially among paupers. 


In 1859 there were 36,000 
persons 
under control for lunacy; in 1899, 100,- 
000; in 1915, 140,000. 
As compared to the total population, 
the ratio of lunatics in 1859 was 18.5 
per 10,000. In 1915 the proportion had 
risen to 37.7. 
"We may at once reduce these com- 
parative figures" says the report, "by 
recognizing that the diagnosis of 


frage to band together in an effort' lunacy has improved, and that there- 
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to obtain th-e balance of power be- 
tween the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats. 
Explaining their hopes and plans, 
Miss Paul said: "We hope to band 
ourselves together to fight for uni- 
versal suffrage. 
The Democrats and 
Republicans are about evenly divided. 
The women, if they will unite in the 
states where they are permitted to 
vote, can easily hold the balance of 
power. It will be the puroose of the 
woman's party to say to the Repub- 
licans or the Democrats that wcihh 
ever one of them refuses to support 
a constitutional aniendent conferring 
suffrage on the women of the United 
States, that that party wil come un- 
der the ban of the women, the mem- 
bers of the new party throwing their, 
whole voting strength to the other. 
'It is only by holding this whip 
hand that we can get universal suf- 
frage and that is why we are launch 
ing the woman's party. Already sev- 
eral thousand women in. the suffrage 
states have promised that- they will 
vote on the presidency this year in 
the manner indicated by us. There 
is no doubt in our minds that when 
the Republican and Democratic lead- 
<?IS 
1 realize the strength we possess 
that they will agree we women are a 
group that must be reckoned with, 
and that we are a power in politics. 
Then, and then only, will we stand a 
chance of securing favorable action 
on the suffrage amendment. 
'As the launching of the progres- 
sive party decided the last election 
so will the launching of the woman's 
party decide this election. We will 
hold the balance of power. Altogether 
we wilt have about 4,000,000 votes or 
a large part of them, for there are 
that many women voters. 


"If women who are Republicans 
simply help the Republican party, and 
the women who are Democrats 
do 


fore more cases are recognized and 
caired for than in 1859. Yet this does 
not explain all the increase. 
Other 
factors must be considered. It is at 
this point that each theorist advances 
his claims, and we are asked to regard 
alcohol, syphilis, tobstcco, over-strain, 
and other similar factors as the prime 
cause of the increase in insanity. 
"The truth 
is that the cause of 
vlunacy is not known. 
The 
factors 
enumerated 
above may pleiy a part, 
but they also play their part in the 
lives of men 
and women who die 
sane. Quite recently it has been sug- 
gested that diet may have some im- 
portance, and attention IIEIS been call- 
ed to the fact that many persons of 
insane tendency exhibit strong dietet- 
ic preferences—a love of sugar'and 
so on."
